umo wrestlers from around the 
world will face off at Cal State 
Long Beach for the 14th an- 
nual “U.S. Sumo Open” 
competition — a nationwide 
televised event of one of the largest an- 
nual tournaments in the world. 
This month, more than 70 sumo wres- 
tlers from countries such as Brazil, Russia 
and Japan, will be competing on Saturday, 
Sept. 20 from 1 to 4 p.m. at the Walter Pyr- 
amid, according to the event’s press release. 
This event is “one of the world’s premiere 
sumo. competitions, and the largest annual 
sumo tournament in the world, outside of Ja- 
pan, and has been held all over Los Angeles for 
13 years,” according to the press release. 


Andrew Freund, an English-as-a-second-lan- 
guage instructor at University of California, Los 
Angeles will be directing this year’s event and has 
been directing the “U.S. Sumo Open” for the past 13 


years. 


“After watching sumo wrestling in [Japan] in the 1990s, 
I thought it was interesting,” Freund said. “I then decided to 
start a club at UCLA, and had my first ‘U.S. Sumo Open’ tourna- 


ment in 2001 at UCLA’s gym.” 


With “nearly 20 years” of experience in competing in sumo, some of 
the things he said he does as director include serving as a judge, event pro- 
ducer, coordinating and inviting all 70 athletes from across world. He said 
he also interacts with the wrestlers to prepare them for the event.

ASI approves $5,000 for upcoming ISA events 


The Board of Control also 
discussed the study abroad 
scholarship GPA requirement.

The Associated Students Inc. Board of Control 
approved on Tuesday over $5,000 to the Interna- 
tional Student Association for its upcoming Mul- 
ticultural Dinner Show, Pumpkin Carving and 
Thanksgiving Dinner. 

ISA President Abhimanyu Narwal informed 


‘the board about how its Multicultural Dinner 


Show had been an annual tradition for the past 
five decades of the organization’s existence and 
had helped enrich students with appreciation of 
different cultures through food and entertain- 
ment. 

There were some concerns voiced by Sena- 
tor Kelsey Reyes regarding the requested grant 
amount, until Narwal informed the board mem- 
bers that the unusual amount was due to ISA 
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losing supplies from last year. The storage com- 
plex that was housing supplies from previous 
Multicultural Dinners threw them out, Narwal 
said. 

Senator Reyes asked ISA President Narwal 
where the International Student Association 
planned to advertise its events. After being told 
that the ISA focused on advertising around the 
International Education Office, Senator Reyes en- 
couraged the group to consider advertising in the 
International House building Hall as well. 

For the past few years, ISA has been providing 
Thanksgiving Dinner for students. The cost of this 
event is high; ASI Treasurer Kalien Clark made a 
point of noting that ISA was making dinner for 
several hundred students at about $5 a plate. 
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On another matter, Clark said that the mini- 
mum GPA required for the study abroad scholar- 
ship that is being developed with the Center for 
International Education should be raised to 2.75 
over the current 2.5 GPA proposal. 

However, ASI Vice President Nayiri Baghdas- 
sarian said Clark’s proposal by would be unfair 
for science, technology, engineering and math- 
ematics majors who had a harder course load than 
other majors. 

Clark said she was concerned about whether 
students would be confused by the name of the 
study abroad scholarship, tentatively called the 
“ASI global citizen study abroad scholarship.” 
The CIE will be reached about renaming the 
scholarship, she said.

University Police believe that the suspect is 
not a student, but a “frequenter of the campus,” 
Goodwin said. 

He said they are still searching for this 
suspect. If anyone has any information that was 
not reported to police that day, contact Detective 
Johnny Leyva at 562-985-4101.

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New committee tackles emergencies 


The committee pre- 
pares for events such 
as severe weather, 
earthquakes or active 
shooters.

Former dispatcher with University 
Police Jonathan Rosene has created a 
committee in order to ensure the safety 
of all on Cal State Long Beach grounds. 

The primary goal for the committee, 
which is composed of 36 staff and fac- 
ulty members, will finalize a strategic 
five-year emergency preparedness plan 
meeting throughout the year on a quar- 
terly basis through the committee and 
more frequently through subcommit- 
tees, Rosene said. 

As the emergency management and 


preparedness coordinator, Rosene said 
he needed a way to bring the university 
together to create plans, procedures and 
policies in response to an emergency. 

“Tn an emergency, it is important to 
have a plan in place prior to an actual 
disaster occurring,’ said Rosene. “This 
committee will set a bar campus-wide 
showing this is what prepared looks like.” 

Fault lines running under campus 
are Rosene’s primary concern when 
it comes to threats facing CSULB due 
to the great amount of damage that can 
occur as a result of an earthquake. Ac- 
tive shooter situations on campuses 
throughout the nation also are viable 
threats to CSULB, he said. 

Rosene helps to educate the univer- 
sity in order to establish order if any 
threat were to occur. 

“We'll be doing a shelter in place 
drill in October for any situation includ- 
ing active shooters, severe weather and 
biological release,” Rosene said. 

University Police Crime Prevention 
Set. Keith Caires said that his biggest 


concerns were not active shooters; in- 
stead, they were earthquakes and air- 
craft accidents. 

“Planes have a flight path over cam- 
pus and we are primarily concerned 
about them taking off since that’s when 
most planes malfunction and can en- 
danger lives,’ Caires said. “Several 
years ago in Seal Beach, a plane crashed 
into a home about a mile away from 
campus.” 

The committee requires no fund- 
ing, but there will be plans of actions 
that may require funds such as training 
new members or equipment purchases, 
Rosene said. 

Rosene noted the importance of hav- 
ing a wide variety of faculty and staff 
members who strongly support safety 
are essential for the committee’s suc- 
cess. Those who will be represented 
in the committee include Emergency 
Management Director Steven Jansen, 
and the Geographic Information Sys- 
tems department, he said. 

Municipal, state and federal govern- 


ments define many areas of emergency 
management requirements, easing the 
process of preparing for a crisis on cam- 
pus, Rosene said. 

“A lot of procedures don’t change de- 
pending on the disaster,” Rosene said. 
“Tt’s mainly communication and know- 
ing what resources we have at hand, 
our capabilities and acknowledging our 
limitations that is important for prepa- 
rations. If we lack resources or fail to be 
capable, guidelines set in place by state 
and federal agencies will reimburse us.” 

The Emergency Operations Plan, 
which describes how CSULB would 
manage and coordinate resources and 
personnel responding to a major disaster, 
will involve the committee, Rosene said. 

A Threat and Hazard Identification 
and Risk Assessment will be estab- 
lished as well, identifying threats, haz- 
ards, predicting what’s most likely to 
occur on campus, the.campus’ greatest 
vulnerability, and what has the potential 
to have the highest impact on campus, 
Rosene added. 


“In light of 9/11 and Hurricane Ka- 
trina, you see the pendulum swing 
between where does all the money, 
resources and attention go to,” said 
Rosene. “We want to make sure we’re 
focusing on the greatest threat to our 
university.” 

Students can prepare for various 
emergencies by referring to emergency 
procedures posters around campus or 
by using the CSULB mobile app for in- 
formation. 

Rosene said the poster was just up- 
dated this week and integrated into the 
CSULB Mobile app. It will list out the 
different procedures for students to fol- 
low, Rosene said. 

“In case of an emergency, don’t pan- 
ic.” Caires said. “Look at the poster be- 
forehand and acquire that knowledge in 
order to protect yourself.” 

The first meeting is tentatively sched- 
uled sometime before winter break at 
the Barrett Athletic Administration 
Conference Center or the Emergency 
Operations Center, Rosene said.

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LA-singer songwriter 
returns to the west 
coast after touring 
Europe.

Los Angeles based singer-song- 
writer Robert Francis teamed up with 
members from The Night Tide to re- 
tease his fourth album “Heaven” this 
past June. 

Francis’ wanderlust persona has 
jumped trains into his musical realm. 

His music turns listeners into vaga- 
bonds hitchhiking across a highway of 
influences: traditional country styling, 
iazy blues strumming, surf-rock twang 
and classic and modern folk integra- 
tion. The music also has occasional 
upbeat indie rhythms under a layer of 
sensual, baritone vocals. 

“Heaven” is the 13-track, self-pro- 
duced return of Francis’ troubled two- 
year hiatus from music. 

One self-destructive - relationship 
and a couple of self-medicated detours 
later, the old-soul singer returned to the 
studio, saying that “these songs started 
coming to me, and I couldn’t ignore 
them ... and that’s when I knew I had to 
make another record.” 

Francis is finishing his last string of 
west coast tour dates. He will be per- 
forming this Saturday with musicians 
like Buzzcocks, Los Lobos and The 
Avengers at The Observatory’s Make 
The Music Go BANG! Festival in Santa 
Ana. 

The Daily 49er caught up with Fran- 
cis to learn more about his travels. 


What made you want to be a pro- 
fessional musician? 


Robert Francis: When I was a kid, we 
had the movie “Paris, Texas” on laser- 
discs because my sisters liked it. My 
sister’s father in law scored the movie 
so I started watching Harry Dean Stan- 
ton walk through the desert in a suit. I 
was in third grade and became pretty 
obsessed with the idea of traveling. I 
never fully understood what was really 
going on because I was too young to un- 
derstand the concept of that movie. But 
eventually I started wondering what is

a way that I can do that? How can I get 
paid and travel and make this my life? 
It seemed like there was really only one 
way. ; 


This is your first album with The 
Night Tide. Who exactly are they? 


RF: David Kitts is the drummer and I 
grew up with him...so we sort of grew 
up together [at Santa Monica High 
School]. Then Ben Messelbeck took 
my place in my sister’s band. When I 
had dropped out of school I joined my 
sister’s band, and then when I. left to 
make my first record, he took my spot 
in that band, so that’s how I know him. 
Max Ludwig is a guitar player and a 
solo artist himself. I also grew up with 
him. I’ve known them all for a really 
long time. 


As far as the album, why [did you] 
name it “Heaven?” 


RF: That becomes full circle too with 
what we were talking about earlier. 


Since I was a kid I always dreamed 
about playing music and making this 
my life, traveling. It started to become 
pretty evident that I started checking 
off all these things that I wanted to do; 
I was crossing them off the list. And 
for some reason I wasn’t fulfilled and 
before you know it, you’re doing this 
whole life you wanted to do but you 
don’t necessarily feel any different. I 
thought it was always interesting [con- 
cept] about heaven, and just how we’re 
born looking and searching for this 
concept of this idea in mind that there’s 
something out there that we’re sup- 
posed to be striving for, whether it’s an 
actual place or feeling or whatever one 
wants to call it. But we’re all basically 
going through our lives with that carrot 
being dangled. 

How would you describe your mu- 
Q:: in your own words? 
RF: I’m not,sure. I have a really hard 
time.

fter the catastrophic 
attacks of 9/11, while 
Americans were desper- 
ately trying to console 
one another, President 
George W. Bush attempted to help 
us make sense of the madness. He 
stated, “Terrorist attacks can shake the 
foundations of our biggest buildings, 
but they cannot touch the foundation of 
America. These acts shatter steel, but 
they cannot dent the steel of American 
resolve.” 

And one month later, the War on 
Terror began, starting with Operation 
Enduring Freedom. America, in con- 
junction with allies abroad, deployed 
tens of thousands of combat troops to 
oust the Taliban regime in Afghani- 
stan and destroy Osama bin Laden’s 
terrorist organization known as al- 
Qaeda, which was operating there. 

Two years after the initiation of 
combat actions in Afghanistan, al- 
legations that Saddam Hussein, the 
president of Iraq, had aided al-Qaeda 
and was manufacturing Weapons of 
Mass Destruction scared an already 
paranoid national security apparatus. 
Despite the 2003 report regarding

Obama still must sell this military campaign 
like a used car salesman to a war-weary 


nation. 


This terrorist organization, whose 
tactics are so brutal that the leader of 
al-Qaeda disavowed any connection 
to it, began by waging war in Iraq 
against U.S. forces during Opera- 
tion Iraqi Freedom in the mid-2000s. 
These terrorists, who view Shiites 

as apostates on an equal level with 
non-Muslims, cut their teeth fighting 
in Syria against Bashar al-Assad’s 
regime. ISIS then turned its sights to 
Iraq and conquered a broad swath of 
territory, which currently straddles 
the Syrian and Iraqi border. 


Since then, ISIS has viciously ~ 
beheaded two American journalists 
and a British aid worker, sending the 
nation reeling once again into a state

Last week,

in that, “It will not involve American 
combat troops fighting on foreign soil.” 
Rather, the U.S. will coordinate with 
proxies on the ground (such as the Iraqi 
Army, the Kurdish Peshmerga fighters, 
and disenfranchised Sunni tribesmen) 
in order to roll back the gains made by 
ISIS. - 

As a result of the tragic losses in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, it appears that 
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the U:S: is adopting a different coun- 
terterrorism strategy, which aligns 
more with the increasingly isolationist 
sentiments of the American people. | 
Although public support for the | 
use of force against ISIS terrorists 
is increasing (numbers opposing the 
deployment of U.S. ground forces de- 
creased from 71 percent to 31 percent 
from December to now, according to 
a new Rasmussen report), Obama still | 
must sell this military campaign like a 
used car salesman to a wat-weary na- 
tion. Support for boots on the ground 
remains at only 30 percent according 
to the same report. 
The U.S. strategy to fight terrorism 
has transformed significantly since 
the protracted entanglements in both 
Iraq and Afghanistan in the early 
2000s, partly due to Obama’s pledge 
in his 2008 election campaign to ex- 
tricate us from the Middle East. Since 
9/11, our counterterrorism strategy 
under the Obama administration has 
employed a lighter footprint by using 
drone strikes and mobilizing prox- 
ies against our enemies; indeed, the 
strategy that Obama announced fits 
precisely into this architecture.

He’ll be replaced by third year pro Kirk Cous- 
ins, who’s showed in limited playing time that he’s 
at least competent. The bigger question is for the 
Redskins and whether they want to continue rely- 
ing on a player who can’t be trusted to stay healthy. 
If Cousins plays well in Griffin’s absence, they 
may have no choice but to replace Griffin with 
Cousins. 

History: Griffin’s injury history is extensive. 
He tore his anterior cruciate ligament in 2009 
while he attended Baylor University, and again 
during a playoff loss against the Seattle Seahawks 
a year-and-a-half ago.
